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GENERAL  REVIEW, 


-JOHN  H;  DWIGHT,  Esq.,  President: 

Sir, — In  presenting  the  accompanying'  statements  of  detail  touching  the  Trade  and 
Commerce  of  Chicago  for  1880  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  in  most  of  the  commodities 
reported  upon,  the  figures  show  a  much  larger  volume  of  business  transacted' than  in  any 
previous  year,  and  the  same  is  believed  to  be  true  in  respect  to  nearly  all  other  branches 
of  trade  in  the  city,  the  exact  returns  of  which  are  less  available.  The  forecasting 'of 
indications  which  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  inspired  high  hopes  of  business  activity 
and  prosperity  have  been  fully  realized;  and  perhaps  never  in  the  history  of  the  country 
tas  th^re  been  a  year  whose  outcome  has  been  more  generally  satisfactory  in  all  sections 
and  to  all  classes.  Our  own  city  is  especially  to  be  congratulated  at  the  evidence  on  every 
hand  that  business  pursuits  are  yielding  to  those  engaged  in  them  satisfactory  returns. 
The  merchant,  the  mechanic  and  the  laborer  have  each  in  their  respective  avocations 
found  abundant  employment,  and  with  rare,  if  any,  exceptions  have  realized  all  they 
could  reasonably  have  anticipated.  Not  only  have  business  aifairs  been  exceedingly 
prosperous,  but  the  general  health  of  the  city  has  been  maintained  at  its  usual  high 
standard,  so  that  our  people  have  been  permitted,  with  but  little  interruption,  to  embrace 
the  favoring  circumstances,  and  vigorously  prosecute  the  various  forms  of  commercial  and 
industrial  enterprise  with  the  great  degree  of  success  which  is  so  generally  apparent.  The 
influx  into  our  midst  of  new  candidates  for  a  share  of  that  prosperity  which  has  rendered 
this  city  more  or  less  famous  throughout  the  civilized  world  has  been  very  marked;  not 
only  adding  sensibly  to  our  population,  but  in  many  cases  introducing  new  industries, 
which  in  turn  serve  to  invite  still  others  to  swell  our  numbers,  which  have  increased  more 
rapidly  and  continuously  for  the  past  forty  years  than  any  city  in  the  history  of  the  world 
whose  basis  at  the  beginning  of  such  a  term  was  less  than  five  thousand  souls.  The 
•decennial  census  of  the  United  States,  taken  about  the  middle  of  the  past  year,  gave  to 
Chicago,  within  its  corporate  limits,  a  population  of  503,053,  against  293,977  in  1870,  and 
4,853  in  1840,  an  increase  of  over  one  thousand  per  cent  in  forty  years,  and  of  over  sixty- 
-eight  per  cent  in  the  past  ten  years,  notwithstanding  the  important  fact  that  within  the 
last  named  period  the  business  center  of  the  city  and  a  large  area  of  its  resident  portion 
bad  been  laid  waste  by  a  conflagration  unparalleled  in  modern  times,  and  which  in  the 
tninds  of  some  sealed  its  late  as  an  active  competitor  in  the  race  for  commercial  position. 
While  these  figures,  subject  to  a  possibly  slight  increase  in  the  final  compilation  by  reason 
of  some  known  omissions,  must  bo  accepted  as  the  population  of  the  city  proper,  they  do 
not  fully  measure  its  increase  nor  its  present  status,  as  at  least  25,000  of  the  population 
(45,918)  of  the  adjoining  towns  of  Hyde  Park,  Lake,  Cicero  and  Lake  View  are  in  every 
sense,  except  as  to  municipal  affairs,  as  much  residents  of  Chicago  as  if  they  domiciled 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city.  A  stranger,  and  indeed  most  of  our  own  citizens, 
passing  the  boundary  line  which  separates  these  towns  from  the  city  would  be  wholly 
unable  to  determine,  or  even  suspect,  the  point  where  the  count  of  Chicago's  population 
should  cease  and  that  of  these  towns  begin.  To  all  who  are  familiar  with  the  facts  in  this 
respect  this  suggestion  as  to  understated  population  for  the  real  Chicago  will  be  deemed 
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quite  within  the  true  figures,  and  upon  that  basis  of  estimate  the  population  of  the  city- 
may  be  safely  stated  at  the  close  of  1880  as  little,  if  any,  short  of  550,000.  The  facts, 
developed  by  the  census  report  will  no  doubt,  as  they  unquestionably  should,  settle  the- 
question,  hitherto  deemed  more  or  less  debatable,  as  to  where  may  be  expected  the  future- 
interior  commercial  metropolis  of  this  great  country,  which  now  takes  rank  among  the- 
forejnost  in  the  world  not  only  in  area  and  richness  of  agricultural  and  mineral  territory^ 
but  also  in  population,  intelligence  and  wealth;  if  indeed  it  may  not  claim  eminent 
precedence  in  nearly  all  these  important  respects. 

The  manufacturing  industries  of  Chicago,  as  developed  by  the  census  returns,  which 
are  published  in  a  condensed  form  herewith,  are  of  an  exceedingly  important  character,- 
and  while  the  city  has  not,  hitherto,  claimed  or  been  accredited  with  special  prominence- 
as  a  manufacturing  center,  these  show  that  in  reality  it  is  entitled  to  high  rank  as  such. 
With  the  exception  of  woolen  and  cotton  fabrics,  nearly  every  branch  of  manufacture- 
conducted  in  the  usually  recognized  manufacturing  cities  of  this  country  is  quite  fully 
represented  in  Chicago,  while  in  the  production  of  several  important  lines  of  goods  the- 
city  has  attained  a  decidedly  eminent  position.  The  returns  for  the  year  ending  May  31,. 
1880,  show  an  average  of  87,675  employes,  of  all  grades,  in  the  3,683  establishments 
from  which  returns  were  made.  These,  however,  do  not  include  a  large  number  of  small 
shops  and  several  hundred  persons  whose  employment  is  in  the  nature  of  a  personal- 
service,  although  strictly  speaking  a  manufacturing  industry,  such  as  tailoring,  dress- 
making and  other  occupations  where  the  labor  performed  is  wholly  for  the  personal  use 
of  a  customer  who  furnishes  the  material  so  manufactured;  nor  does  it  include  small 
manufacturing  establishments,  usually  conducted  in  connection  with  some  other  business^ 
in  which  the  annual  product  is  less  than  five  hundred  dollars.  The  manufacturing  indus- 
tries of  Chicago  probably  furnish  direct  support  to  from  175,000  to  200,000,  or  85  to  40- 
per  cent  of  the  city's  population,  besides  such  as  are  employed  as  proprietors,  or  in  the 
sale  of  commodities  thus  produced.  The  benefits  to  a  great  city  resulting  from  the  incor- 
poration into  its  population  of  such  a  vast  army  of  producers,  whose  earnings  are  neces- 
sarily largely  expended  within  the  city,  are  of  so  varied  and  so  manifest  a  character  that, 
the  extent  to  which  it  exists  needs  only  to  be  developed  to  insure  its  just  appreciation. 
Since  the  census  report  was  made  several  large  and  many  smaller  manufacturing  enter- 
prises have  been  set  in  operation,  and  a  recanvass  of  the  city  at  the  close  of  the  year 
would  develop  for  the  calendar  year  of  1880  a  very  marked  increase  of  these  industries, 
over  the  twelve  months  covered  by  the  census  report. 

The  financial  atFairs  of  the  country  still  continue  in  the  very  satisfactory  condition 
which  has  characterized  them  since  the  resumption  of  specie  payments  two  years  since^ 
and,  in  view  of  the  great  success  which  has  attended  the  attempt  to  place  them  upon  a 
stable  basis,  it  now  appears  remarkable  that  so  many  intelligent  and  experienced  men 
should  have  questioned  the  expediency  of  this  great  reform.  Coin  is  not  only  the  nominal 
basis  of  all  our  monetary  transactions,  but  is  actually  in  circulation  and  in  the  hands  of 
the  people  to  as  great  an  extent  as  they  desire  it  in  preference  to  paper  currency.    It  is 

,  especially  noticeable  that  under  this  system,  instead  of  an  irredeemable  paper  currency, 
the  oft-expressed  fears  that  the  use  of  money  would  become  dear,  and  therefore  especially 
burdensome  on  borrowers,  have  not  been  realized,  that  use  being  now  actually  cheaper 
than  ever  before  in  this  country.  Public  securities,  which  when  so-called  money  was 
thought  to  be  abundant,  could  not  be  negotiated  for  a  currency  worth  but  little  more  than 
half  its  face  value  in  coin,  unless  they  bore  interest  at  six  per  cent  per  annum  or  more, 
are  now  eagerly  sought  by  investors  at  four  per  cent,  or  even  less,  and  the  national  credit 

is  such  that  many  believe  its  outstanding  bonds  can  be  refunded  at  three  per  cent,  while 
no  one  questions  its  being  done  at  three  and  a  half.  The  uses  of  money  in  other  countries 
have  also  become  somewhat  cheaper  than  formerly,  but  not  to  the  same  degree  as  in  the- 
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United  States ;  hence  in  respect  to  the  prosecution  of  great  enterprises  requiring  the  use 
of  large  capital  and  many  employes,  we  are  to-day,  by  reason  of  the  cheaper  cost  here 
than  elsewhere  of  the  principal  necessaries  of  life  and  the  reduced  value  of  capital,  much 
nearer  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  most  favored  peoples  in  these  respects  than  ever 
before. 

The  foreign  trade  of  the  country  still  continues  largely  in  favor  of  the  United  States, 
80  that  if  the  present  conditions  of  trade  should  continue  for  a  few  years  longer  our 
remaining  indebtedness  to  Europe  will  either  be  wholly  canceled,  or  we  shall,  in  the 
meantime,  receive  from  thence  a  sufficient  amount  of  coin  with  which  to  discharge  its  last 
farthing.  The  exports  of  the  last  fiscal  year  of  the  government,  exclusive  of  coin  and 
bullion,  exceeded  by  over  $124,000,000  those  of  any  previous  year;  those  of  breadstuffs 
and  provisions,  in  which  the  West  is  chiefly  interested,  amounting  to  over  $415,000,000, 
being  more  than  half  of  the  grand  aggregate.  The  importations  of  merchandise  increased 
by  $222,000,000  over  those  of  the  previous  year,  this  being,  at  least  partly,  attributable  to- 
the  sudden  advance  of  prices  in  this  country  which  set  in  during  the  early  part  of  1879^ 
and  was  promptly  met  by  largely  increased  importations  of  goods  which  could  be  sold 
here  at,  or  below,  the  values  then  current. 

The  ocean  carrying  trade  continues,  as  for  several  years  past,  to  be  conducted  to  the 
great  disadvantage  and  mortification  of  the  national  pride  of  the  United  States.  The 
total  foreign  tonnage  entered  at  the  seaports  of  the  United  States  in  1860  amounted  to 
1,608,291  tons,  in  1880  to  12,112,160  tons,  while  the  American  tonnage  so  entered  was 
actually  less  in  1880  than  in  1860.  Within  that  time  the  tonnage  engaged  in  the  Ameri- 
can trade  owned  by  our  greatest  customer.  Great  Britain,  has  steadily  increased,  and  now 
constitutes  more  than  half  of  the  whole;  but  the  most  noticeable  changes  have  been  ia 
respect  to  vessels  carrying  the  flags  of  other  European  nationalities.  Scandinavian 
tonnage  has  increased  from  42,672  in  1860  to  1,304,070  in  1880,  German  from  230,828  to 
1,089,740,  Italian  from  31,501  to  612,584,  Belgian  from  640  to  226,349,  Austrian  from 
5,464  to  206,349,  and  all  maritime  nations  largely  increasing  their  tonnage  engaged  in 
American  trade  except  our  own,  a  very  large  portion  of  this  trade  being  carried  in  bottoms 
not  only  foreign  to  us,  but  also  to  the  nations  to  or  from  which  the  cargoes  are  taken, 
while  at  the  same  time  we  are  doing  practically  nothing  in  the  general  ocean  traffic 
between  other  nations  than  our  own. 

The  question  of  a  remedy  for  this  condition  of  things  is  daily  growing  in  importance, 
and  its  solution  is  engaging  the  serious  consideration  of  American  merchants,  as  well  as 
the  legislators  of  the  country.  The  large  subsidies  granted  to  ocean  steamer  lines  by 
some  of  the  European  governments,  notably  by  Great  Britain,  by  the  aid  of  which  their 
merchants  and  ship  owners  have  been  enabled  to  build  up,  from  an  otherwise  non-paying 
enterprise,  a  valuable  commerce,  which  when  established  may  be  able  not  only  to  sustain 
itself  unaided,  but  at  the  same  time  greatly  contribute  to  the  commercial  supremacy  of 
the  nation  which  has  thus  fostered  it  in  its  infancy,  thus  returning  to  its  treasury,  indi- 
rectly, all  or  more  than  was  originally  drawn  from  it  directly,  is  urged  by  many  as  an 
example  worthy  of  imitation  by  the  United  States.  Others  insist  that  our  navigation  laws 
are  defective,  and  especially  that  provision  of  our  laws,  unlike  those  of  any  other  nation, 
which  prohibits  an  American  merchant  from  purchasing  a  foreign  built  ship  and  securing 
for  it  recognition  and  protection  under  the  American  flag  is  unwise  and  ought  to  be  abol- 
ished; this  is  strenuously  opposed  by  the  shipbuilding  interest  as  a  proposition  calculated 
to  destroy  their  occupation  for  the  benefit  of  foreigners;  they,  as  a  rule,  insisting  that  tie 
absolute  prohibition  of  foreign  built  vessels  to  a  United  States  registry  should  remain,  not 
being  willing  to  concede  this  right,  even  on  the  payment  of  an  import  duty  upon  such 
ships,  as  in  the  case  of  other  importations  which  come  into  competition  with  those  pro- 
duced in  this  country.    This,  it  must  be  conceded,  is  a  most  extraordinary  demand,  and 
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one  that  may  perhaps  challeng-e  our  admiration  on  account  of  its  audacity,  even  if  we 
are  not  convinced  of  its  soundness  as  a  proposition  in  political  economy,  especially  as  this 
is  the  only  commodity,  not  prohibited  on  sanitary  or  moral  grounds,  which  an  American 
citizen  may  not  purchase,  and  brintjinto  the  country  for  use  or  profit,  when  and  from  wher- 
ever he  may  see  fit.    The  adherence  to  this  policy,  while  it  has  not  to  any  appreciable  degree 
assisted  in  promoting  American  ship  building  (that  interest  being  far  less  prosperous 
today  than  at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  country  when  other  industries  were  in  as 
flourishing  a  condition  as  now,  or  even  approximately  so),  has  assisted  in  most  effectually 
strangling  American  ocean  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  practically  driven  our  flag 
from  any  share  in  the  carrying  trade  of  the  world.     While  it  seems  but  fair  that  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  should  fully,  even  liberally,  compensate  such  American  lines 
of  ocean  steamers  as  may  carry  its  mails,  in  the  same  general  manner  that  it  pays  for 
mail  transportation  on  the  inland  waters  of  the  country,  or  by  other  modes  of  transporta- 
tion, especially  as  large  amounts  of  money  in  excess  of  the  postal  revenue  derived  from 
that  service  are  annually  paid  for  the  transportation  of  mails  in  sparsely  settled  portions 
of  the  country,  essentially  a  subsidy  to  those  lines  paid  directly  from  the  national  treasury, 
yet  the  experience  of  the  country  in  the  granting  of  subsidies  or  compensation  to  ocean 
lines,  beyond  a  proper  allowance  for  mail  transportation,  has  been  so  generally  unsatis- 
factory in  its  results,  being  used  to  a  large  extent  in  such  a  way  as  to  accomplish  but  little 
for  the  benefit  of  our  commerce,  but  rather  to  promote  wastefulness  in  management  or 
stockjobbing  schemes,  that  the  people  are  little  inclined  to  favor  extensive  appropriations 
from  the  national  treasury  for  that  purpose,  and  it  is  more  than  doubtful  if  we  can  expect 
any  relief  in  that  direction.     It  is  a  notorious  fact  that  American  ships  are  not  managed 
and  sailed  on  as  economical  a  basis  as  those  of  most  other  nations,  and  the  expense  of 
sailing  them  is  so  much  greater  than  those  of  some  nations  that  in  a  free  competition, 
everything  else  being  equal,  where  ours  would  bankrupt  their  owners,  theirs  will  bring  to 
them  a  satisfactory  return  of  profit.     It  is  no  doubt  true  that  the  rigid  economy  practiced 
on  board  and  in  all  the  management  of  a  Scandinavian,  an  Italian  or  a  German  ship  has 
had  much  to  do  with  the  late  rapid  advance  attained  by  those  nations  in  the  carrying 
trade  of  the  world.     So  that  if  we  were  permitted  to  buy  foreign  ships  and  register  them 
under  the  American  flag  free  of  duty,  it  is  by  no  means  certain  that,  with  our  notions  of 
the  necessary  expense  of  sailing  them,  we  could  successfully  compete  with  others  in  even 
our  own  foreign  trade,  unless  some  legal  advantages  were  given  to  ships  carrying  our  own 
national  flag.     It  may  not  be  desirable  to  reduce  the  American  ship  to  the  practically 
pauper  standard  of  many  with  which  she  must  come  into  competition,  but  it  would  seem 
there  is  no  alternative  to  this  unless  a  highly  discriminative  tonnage  tax  is  imposed  on 
foreign  ships  bringing  to  or  taking  cargo  from  the  ports  of  the  United  States.    This  is  not 
a  question  of  sentiment,  much  less  one  of  political  or  partisan  concern,  but  one  directly 
affecting  the  commercial  interests  of  the  country,  and  is  entitled  to  the  most  enlightened 
consideration  of  all  who  hold  those  interests  to  be  worthy  of  the  fostering  care  of  the 
government.    The  experience  of  our  merchant  marine  in  the  late  civil  war,  when  our 
opponents  were  able  to  place  but  three  or  four  formidable  cruisers  on  the  ocean  to  inter- 
cept and  destroy  our  ocean  commerce,  which  they  most  effectually  did,  must  forcibly  sug- 
gest the  great  disadvantage  we  should  labor  under  in  case  of  war  between  Great  Britain 
and  any  other  prominent  European  nation.     In  such  an  event  we  should  be  shut  in,  much 
more  than  half  the  capacity  lor  carrying  our  exports  being  practically  wiped  out  of  exist- 
ence, not  only  defeating  our  ability  as  neutrals  to  reap  any  advantage  from  the  situation, 
but  entailing  upon  us  positive  and  irreparable  loss. 

The  cereal  crops  of  the  United  States  have  again  been  most  abundant,  but  according  to 
the  report  of  the  United  States  Agricultural  Department  they  have,  with  the  exception  of 
Wheat,  been  slightly  below  those  of  1879.    In  Wheat  the  increase  over  1879  is  stated  to  be 
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about  33,000,000  bushels.  The  quality  of  these  crops  has,  generally,  proved  quite  satisfac- 
tory, perhaps  more  universally  so  than  those  of  the  previous  year,  although  the  exception- 
ally large  yield  of  both  Wheat  and  Corn  realized  in  particular  localities  in  1879  has  not  been 
duplicated.  A  good  foreign  demand  has  existed  almost  without  interruption  throughout 
the  year,  which,  supplementing  an  increased  consumption  in  this  country,  resulting  from 
the  general  revival  of  business,  has  readily  absorbed  our  vast  surplus  at  fairly  remunera- 
tive prices  to  the  farmer.  The  U.  S.  Agricultural  Department  estimates  the  value  or 
market  price  at  the  point  of  production,  for  the  principal  crops  of  the  past  two  years,  as 
follows:  in  1879,  Wheat  HO/qC,  Corn  37ic,  Oats  SSJc,  Rye  G5iV.  Barley  58|c  per  bushel; 
in  1880,  Wheat  91Jc,  Corn  40^0,  Oats  'dO^l^c,  Rye  7;Jf :,  Barley  64^^  per  bushel.  These 
figures  are  of  course  only  approximate,  and  apply  to  values  soon  after  the  several  crops 
were  harvested,  the  grand  aggregate  indicating  an  increased  value  to  the  producers  of 
over  $3,000,000  for  these  crops  raised  in  1880  over  those  of  1879.  In  the  production  of 
Wheat,  Corn,  Oats  and  Rye,  Illinois  leads  all  the  States,  and  the  net  profit  on  all  these 
crops  is  probably  larger  in  this  State  than  in  any  other,  ready  and  cheap  access  to  market 
being  an  important  item  in  this  respect. 

The  receipts  of  Grain  at  Cliicago  have  b3en  unprecedentediy  large,  aggregating  for 
the  year  (flour  reduced  to  wheat)  the  enormous  volume  of  105,855  370  bushels,  not  includ- 
ing such  as  arrived  in  the  form  of  Oat  Meal  and  Corn  Meal.  This  is  about  twenty  per 
cent  in  excess  of  those  of  1879,  which  were  largely  in  excess  of  those  of  any  previous  year. 

The  value  of  farm  products,  in  their  various  forms,  shipped  from  Chicago  during  the 
the  year  may  be  stated  about  as  follows:

By  far  the  largest  portion  of  the  above  shipments  were  made  to  points  of  consump- 
tion in  the  Eastern  States  and  to  Europe,  no  inconsiderable  amounts,  however,  going  to 
the  Southern  States  and  to  Canada,  The  amount  consumed  in  the  city  is  not  included  in 
the  above  calculations.  For  details  as  to  the  lines  of  distribution,  as  well  as  those  of 
supply,  reference  is  made  to  the  several  statements  of  the  movement  of  property  sub- 
mitted herewith. 

FLOUR. 

The  movement  of  Flour  through  the  city  has  been  somewhat  less  than  in  1879,  owing 
to  the  light  crop  of  Wheat  in  Minnesota  harvested  in  that  year.  The  city  manufacture 
has  been  srailler  thin  since  1873,  and  with  the  exception  of  that  year  the  smallest  since 
1339.  Tliis  impDrfcant  branch  of  business  does  not  seem  to  invite  special  effort  for  its  vig- 
orous prosecution  in  this  city,  presumably  on  account  of  the  price  of  Wheat  ranging 
almost  always  relatively  higher  here  than  that  of  Flour.  The  city  manufacture  is  now 
less  than  half  the  city's  consumption.  The  trade  in  Flour  has  been  fairly  active,  although 
rarely  subject  to  the  e.xcitements  which  at  times  prevail  in  the  market  for  Wheat.  The 
latter  being  dealt  in  largely  on  speculation,  frequently  fluctuates  ten  cents  or  more  per 


bushel  without  in  any  perceptible  degree  influencing  the  price  of  Flour,  which  is  not  to 
any  extent  a  speculative  commodity.  While  a  large  portion  of  the  Flour  passing  through 
the  city  is  not  warehoused  here,  as  in  former  years,  much  less  is  sold  without  the  inter- 
vention of  Chicago  merchants  than  for  several  of  the  later  years,  and  a  good  portion  of 
trade  temporarily  lost  to  Chicago  commission  merchants  by  the  practice  of  millers  selling 
direct  to  eastern  or  foreign  dealers  has  resumed  its  old  channels,  sales  being  effected  here, 
but  the  property  so  sold  being  shipped  direct  from  the  mill  to  the  purchaser  or  his  con- 
signee. The  foreign  demand  for  Flour  has  fully  kept  pace  with  that  for  Wheat,  and  for 
Great  Britain  has  advanced  relatively  more  rapidly  than  that  for  Wheat.  As  yet  com- 
paratively little  American  Flour  is  taken  direct  for  the  Continent.  Winter  Wheat  Flours 
are  dealt  in  very  much  more  largely  in  Chicago  than  formerly.  Red  Winter  Wheat  of  the 
harder  varieties  is  now  manufactured  by  the  new  processes  into  a  Flour  that  in  every  respect 
rivals  that  made  from  the  best  Minnesota  Spring  Wheat.

The  receipts  of  wheat  were  largely  below  those  of  1879,  being  but  33,541,067  bushels, 
against  34,106,109  the  previous  year.  This  large  decrease  in  receipts  may  be  accounted 
for  partly  because  of  the  poor  crop  in  the  Spring  Wheat  sections  of  the  West  in  1879,  and 
partly  from  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  farmers  to  hold  the  crop  of  1880.  The  decline  in 
receipts  of  Spring  Wheat  has  been  even  more  than  the  above  figures  would  indicate,  as  the 
receipts  of  Winter  Wheat  were  larger  in  1880  than  in  1879.  Unless  the  estimates  of  the 
outturn  of  the  Spring  Wheat  crop  of  1880  are  grossly  erroneous,  the  deliveries  during  the 
remainder  of  the  crop-year  must  be  materially  larger  than  those  of  the  first  half  of  1880. 
Prices,  during  the  year,  have  maintained  substantially  the  same  range  as  in  1879.  The 
extremes  for  No.  3  Spring,  cash,  in  1880,  were  8Q%  cents  per  bushel  in  August,  and 
$1.33)^  in  January.  In  1879  they  were  81^  in  January,  and  $1,333^  in  December.  The 
average  for  1880  has,  however,  ruled  somewhat  higher  than  for  the  previous  year,  the 
average  price  for  No.  3  Spring — reference  being  had  to  the  quantities  shipped  in  each 
month  —  has  been  nearly  103  cents  per  bushel.  The  quality  of  the  Wheat  received  in  1880, 
compared  with  that  received  in  1879,  as  indicated  by  the  Inspection,  has  been  slightly  bet- 
ter for  the  Winter  Wheat,  and  very  much  better  for  the  Spring  Wheat ;  this  feature  of 
the  question  conforming  to  the  general  report  of  the  crops.  The  stock  held  in  store, 
especially  during  the  early  months  of  the  year,  has  been  larger  than  ever  before  ;  never 
falling  below  700,000,000  bushels  until  near  the  middle  of  June,  and  from  September  1 
steadily  increasing  to  over  7,000,000  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  tendency  to  hold  a 
large  reserve  of  Wheat  in  Chicago,  shipping  it  to  points  of  consumption  as  needed, 
seems  to  be  increasing,  and,  no  doubt,  results  in  securing  for  it  a  better  average  price  than 
if  it  were  pressed  forward  to  be  held  in  large  quantities  at  the  seaboard  or  in  Europe.  It 
has,  however,  taxed  our  storage  capacity  to  a  degree  that  has,  within  the  past  two  years, 
effected  a  practical  blockage  in  receipts  on  several  occasions  ;  but  it  is  believed  that,  with 
the  additional  storage  capacity  brought  into  use  within  the  past  year,  this  may  be  avoided 
in  the  future.  In  view  of  the  large  earnings  of  our  city  elevators,  from  extra  storage,  re- 
sulting from  this  tendency  to  hold  grain  in  store  for  a  longer  time  than  formerly,  it  seems 
pertinent  to  suggest  whether  it  would  not  be  both  prudent  and  wi^e  to  reduce  the  first  or 
transfer  charge  to  an  even  cent  per  bushel.  It  is  the  cost  of  moving  property  through  the 
city  that  is  of  the  greater  importance  to  the  producer,  the  extra  storage  charge  presumably 
falling  upon  the  speculator,  whose  expectations  of  profit  must  necessarily  take  into  consid- 
eration the  expense  of  holding  his  property  for  the  anticipated  rise. 

The  crop  of  1880,  as  estimated  by  the  United  States  Agricultural  Department,  amounted 
to  480,849,733  bushels;  the  increase  over  1879  being  mainly  due  to  the  larger  area  culti- 
vated, this  increase  amounting  to  about  3,500,000  acres.     The  exports  of  the  year  (from 
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Atlantic  ports)  have  been  substantially  the  same  to  Great  Britain,  but  less,  by  over  7,000,000 
bushels,  to  the  Continent.  The  prospects  for  a  continued  large  European  demand  for 
American  Wheat,  at  the  low  prices  at  which  it  can  be  placed  there  in  competition  with  the 
home  production,  seem  most  flattering ;  and  the  fact  that  we  can,  with  a  profit  to  our  pro- 
ducers, undersell  the  product  of  the  farmers  of  those  countries,  especially  of  England,  seems 
to  be  so  far  accepted  by  them  as  to  produce  grave  apprehension  as  to  their  ability  to  sus- 
tain themselves  and  continue  to  pay  the  rentals  heretofore  demanded  by  the  land  proprie- 
tors. This  is  evidenced  by  the  large  immigration  to  this  country  of  English  farmers,  and 
the  well-authenticated  reports  of  discouragement  on  their  part  as  to  their  future  prospects 
^t  home.  Public  discussions  by  prominent  British  statesmen  and  merchants  also  point 
to  the  same  conclusion.  A  prominent  British  merchant,  in  a  late  public  address,  alluding 
to  the  fact  that  a  year's  supply  of  bread  and  meat  can  now  be  transported  from  Chicago  to 
Liverpool  at  a  cost  of  little  more  than  two  days'  wages  of  an  artisan,  or  four  days'  wages 
•of  a  laborer,  adds  :  "To  the  consumer  this  is  an  enormous  benefit,  but  to  the  producers  of 
food  in  this  country,  and  Europe  generally,  a  fact  of  momentous  import,  with  which  they 
must  prepare  to  reckon."  The  Commissioners  of  the  British  Government,  who  visited 
this  country  in  1879  for  the  purpose  of  officially  investigating  the  facts  bearing  upon  the 
-question  of  the  American  food  supply  and  its  cost,  in  their  report  seem  inclined  to  belittle 
the  gravity  of  the  situation,  as  it  affects  the  interest  of  those  of  their  own  people  engaged 
in  agricultural  pursuits  ;  and  while  saying  many  pleasant  and  kindly  things  in  respect  to 
the  people  of  the  United  States,  and  volunteering  some  good-natured  and  not  inappropri- 
ate hints  in  regard  to  American  habits  of  wastefulness  in  the  conduct  of  farming  opera- 
tions, they  summarize  the  result  of  their  investigations  in  a  way  that  seems  to  indicate  a 
wish  to  calm  a  known  apprehension  at  home  at  the  expense  of  a  fair  statement  of  the  real 
•question  involved.  We  may  excuse  their  conclusion  that  "  After  all,  America  is  no  para- 
dise ;  that  in  the  contest  for  agricultural  supremacy,  while  fresh,  unexhausted  soil,  a  level 
surface,  and  the  absence  of  stones,  are  highly  favorable  for  the  profitable  use  of  modem 
machinery,  and  the  manufacture  of  grain  by  a  scourging  course  of  cropping,  still  draw- 
backs exist  which  tell  in  favor  of  the  old  country.  They  may  be  stated  in  a  few  words. 
Severe  winters,  putting  a  stop  to  agricultural  employment,  dangerous  droughts,  injurious 
insects,  and,  in  the  prairie  land  (in  the  absence  of  lakes),  a  short  supply  of  good  water." 
No  doubt  all  these  conditions  do  exist,  one  here  and  another  there,  throughout  this  vast 
■country,  but  the  gentlemen  will  scarcely  claim  that  the  combination  applies  to  the  country 
at  large  in  a  more  marked  degree  than  equally  unfavorable  conditions  exist  in  their  own 
■country,  or  in  almost  any  other  part  of  the  world.  With  the  present  means  of  obtaining 
information,  even  this  array  of  horrors  will  scarcely  serve  to  deter  the  English  tenantry 
from  the  effort  to  better  their  condition  and  the  prospects  of  their  families  by  seeking  a 
home  on  the  virgin  soil  of  our  vast  domain,  where,  if  it  be  profitable  to  do  so,  they  may 
introduce  and  prosecute  the  better  modes  of  farming  which  these  gentlemen  intimate  pre- 
vail in  England.  We  do,  however,  object  to  the  figures  they  present  —  which  have  been 
■severely  and  justly  criticised  by  their  own  countrymen  —  as  the  cost  of  producing  and  de- 
livering in  England  American  Wheat,  because,  if  they  are  true,  they  seriously  reflect  on 
•our  national  prosperity,  in  that  they  point  to  a  positive  loss  to  our  people  on  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  Wheat  exported  from  this  country  to  Europe  ;  and  if  they  are  true,  we  are  ap- 
proaching bankruptcy  at  a  time  when  we  are  enjoying  the  delusion  that  the  country  was 
never  so  rapidly  increasing  in  the  accumulation  of  wealth.  The  Commissioners  claim  to 
have  ascertained  that  in  the  Western  States  it  costs  on  an  average  eighty-four  cents  to  pro- 
■duce  a  bushel  of  Wheat  and  deliver  it  to  the  nearest  railway  station,  to  which  they  add,  for 
transportation  to  Liverpool  and  other  necessary  charges,  59%  cents  per  bushel,  making  the 
average  cost  of  a  bushel  of  Wheat,  when  sold  in  Liverpool,  143%  cents,  and  this  yielding 
no  profit  to  the  farmer  beyond  the  simple  wages  of  a  common  farm  hand.    All  reliable 
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evidence  tends  to  prove  that  the  average  cost  of  producing  Wheat  in  all  the  Western  States^ 
on  the  low  average  yield  of  twelve  bushels  per  acre,  does  not  exceed  seventy  cents  per 
bushel ;  in  Illinois,  where  the  average  yield  for  the  past  three  years  has  been  sixteen  and  a 
half  bushels  to  the  acre,  it  is  still  less  than  seventy  cents.  The  average  cost  of  delivery^ 
transportation  to,  and  sale  in,  Liverpool,  from  all  points  in  the  Western  States,  will  not  ex- 
ceed fifty-four  or  fifty-five  cents  per  bushel ;  so  that  a  sale  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents 
per  bushel,  in  Liverpool,  would  involve  no  loss  to  the  average  of  Western  Wheat  raisers. 
During  the  past  year  No.  2  Spring  Wheat  has  averaged,  in  Liverpool,  over  one  hundred 
and  forty  cents  per  bushel,  while  No.  2  Red  Winter,  of  which  there  is  exported  much  the 
larger  quantity,  and  on  which  the  average  transportation  charges  to  the  seaboard  are 
materially  less,  has  averaged  over  one  hundred  and  forty-six  cents  per  bushel.  From  these 
figures  it  will  be  seen  that,  at  least  during  the  past  year,  we  have  been  enabled  to  real- 
ize a  handsome  profit  on  our  Wheat  exports,  and  not  simply  the  bare  expense  of  producing 
it,  as  might  be  inferred  fi'om  the  commissions  report. 

CORN. 

The  greatest  increase  in  receipts  has  been  in  Corn.  These  have  aggregated  97,272,844 
bushels,  an  increase  over  those  of  1879  of  over  fifty  per  cent.  Bat  for  the  partial  blockade 
in  the  movement  previous  to  the  openmg  of  Lake  navigation,  which  forced  considerable 
quantities  into  other  channels,  the  movement  of  this  cereal  through  Chicago  would  no 
doubt  have  exceeded  100  000,000  bushels,  which  is  more  than  the  receipts  of  all  grain  in 
any  year  previous  to  1878.  For  the  six  months  from  May  1  to  October  31  the  receipts  aver- 
aged equal  to  more  than  one  thousand  cars  of  24,000  pounds  each  for  every  working  day^ 
AVhen  in  connection  with  this  fact  is  considered  the  enormous  movement  of  other  grains,, 
live  stock,  and  the  multitude  of  other  agricultural  products,  some  idea  may  be  formed  of 
the  magnitude  of  the  trade  of  Chicago  in  these  commodities.  The  quality  of  the  grain 
has  been  remarkably  good,  though,  as  indicated  by  the  inspections,  scarcely  up  to  that  of 
1879.  Prices  have  ranged  higher  than  the  previous  year  and  unusually  steady  within  the 
range,  for  cash  No.  2,  of  3l}4  in  April  and  43^  cents  per  bushel  in  November.  The  crop 
of  the  country,  as  estimated  by  the  Agricultural  Department,  was  substantially  the  same 
in  1880  as  in  1879,  or  nearly  400,000  less  acres  in  1880  than  was  grown  the  previous  year. 
In  Indiana,  Illinois,  Missouri, 'and  Kansas,  the  production  is  reported  sensibly  less  in  1880- 
than  in  1879.  In  Illinois,  while  the  State  and  National  estimates  agree  that  the  produc- 
tion was  about  50,000,000  bushels  less  in  1880  than  in  1879,  they  differ  by  nearly  12,000,- 
000  bushels  as  to  what  that  production  really  was;  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  esti- 
mating it  at  2o0,C97,036  bushels,  and  the  United  States  Agricultural  Department  placing 
it  at  202,265,200  bushels.  The  most  remarkable  difference  in  these  reports,  however,  is  in 
the  acreage,  the  State  Board  stating  it  to  be  7,574,545,  and  the  National  placing  it  at 
8,742,178.  This  difference  in  acreage,  on  the  National  Department's  estimate  of  yield  per 
acre,  would  make  over  35,000,000  bushels  difference  in  the  product  of  the  State.  Such 
discrepancies,  and  similar  ones,  existing,  although  to  a  less  extent,  in  respect  to  other  gi'ains, 
suggests  the  query  as  to  which,  if  either,  of  these  estimates  may  be  accepted  as  even  ap- 
proximately correct.  In  1879  the  National  Department  stated  the  acreage  of  Corn  grown, 
in  Illinois  to  be  8,920,000  acres;  the  State  Board  stated  it  to  be  7,918,881  acres,  while  the- 
assessors'  returns  were  7,801,900  acres.  This  seems  to  point  to  a  grossly  exaggerated 
estimate  by  the  National  Department,  and  a  suspicion  of  similar  errors  throughout  the 
country  would  so  disturb  confidence  in  that  report  as  to  render  it  valueless  as  a  basis  for 
commercial  calculations.  Great  Britain  has  taken  from  us  in  1880  substantially  the  same 
as  in  1879,  while  the  Continental  countries  have  nearly  doubled  their  consumption  ot 
American  Corn  within  the  past  year.  The  movement  hence  to  the  eastward  has  been  over 
80,000,000  larger  by  Lake  than  in  1879;  by  rail  but  little  more  than  the  year  before,  witk 
one  additional  railway  line,  which  carried  over  3,000,000  bushels. 
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OATS. 

The  movement  in  Oats  has  been  larfjer  than  ever  before.  The  receipts  were  23.490,915 
bushels,  against  10,000,428  in  1879,  and  17,888,724  in  1873,  the  latter  year  having  exceeded 
any  other  prior  to  1880.  The  extreme  ranjre  of  prices  hus  been,  for  No.  2  Mixfd  22)^ 
cents  per  bushel  early  in  August  and  35 Jj^  about  the  middle  of  January,  acr-iinst  19)^  and 
30^  in  1878.  The  average  of  sales  has  been  at  about  SOJ^  cents.  The  crop  of  1880 
throughout  the  country  wiis  less  on  a  larger  acreage  than  that  of  1879;  in  the  West  it  was 
about  the  same  in  quantity,  in  the  Eastern  States  not  so  good;  in  quality  the  deliveries  at 
Chicago  have  been  more  variable,  and  the  inspections  below  No.  2,  especially  on  the  new 
crop,  larger  than  the  previous  year.  The  production  of  White  Oats,  which  in  late  j-ears  arfr 
much  preferred,  seems  to  be  rapidly  increasing,  the  inspections  of  such  for  1880  being- 
10,533  cars,  against  2,207  in  1875,  2.414  in  187G,  3.288  in  1877,  8,967  in  1878,  and  7,273  in 
1879.  The  manufacture  of  Oat  Meal  in  the  West,  mainly  for  export,  has  now  become- 
quite  an  important  industry,  the  product  meeting  with  much  favor  in  Great  Britain. 

IIYE. 

The  receipts  of  this  grain  at  Chicago  are  rather  unimportant,  and  its  production  does 
not  seem  to  be  growing  in  favor  in  the  Western  States.  Illinois  produces  more  than  any 
other  State,  but  it  is  mainly  consumed  at  home.  The  receipts  in  1880  have  been  1,809,218, 
against  2,497,340  in  1879.  Prices  have  I'uled  decidedly  higher  than  those  of  the  previous, 
year,  with  very  much  more  of  the  speculative  element  exerting  its  potent  influence;  the 
extreme  range  has  been  06  cents  in  August,  quickly  followed  by  88)^  by  the  middle  of 
September,  and  91^^  in  November,  closing  a  few  cents  higher  than  at  the  beginning  of 

the  year. 
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The  receipts  of  Barley  were  5,211,536  in  1880,  being  about  275,000  bushels  in  excess  of 
those  of  1879.  The  market  for  the  old  crop  was  without  much  life,  the  demand  being 
almost  entirely  for  consumption  either  in  the  city  or  elsewhere,  prices  for  Extra  No.  dr 
(the  bulk  of  the  receipts)  ranging  between  53  and  70  cents  per  bushel,  with  No.  2  fifteea 
to  twenty  cents  higher.  On  the  incoming  of  the  new  crop  the  titles  of  grades  below  No. 
2  were  changed,  not,  however,  essentially  changing  the  qualifications  of  them.  Sincfr 
August  there  has  been  more  of  speculation  on  future  deliveries  than  for  a  year  or  two  pre- 
viously. This  has  been  mainly  confined  to  No.  2  and  No.  3,  and  somewhat  of  the  former 
rapid  and  wide  fluctuations  have  been  realized.  Early  in  September  No.  2  (cash)  sold  at 
75@80c,  and  the  new  No.  3  at  55@00c  per  bushel;  from  these  prices  No.  2  advanced  to- 
120  and  No.  3  to  88  about  the  middle  of  December,  closing  at  a  decline  of  several  centa 
from  these  figures.  The  city  consumption,  both  for  brewing  and  malting  for  shipment^ 
has  largely  increased  within  the  past  few  years,  and  the  stock  remaining  in  the  city  ele- 
vators at  the  close  of  1880  is  much  smaller  than  at  that  time  for  several  years  past,  being 
less  than  3D0,000  bushels.  The  aggregate  stocks  in  public  warehouses  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada  is  less  than  at  the  close  of  1879  by  over  1,000,000  bushels.  No  Barley 
was  shipped  hence  by  Lake  in  1880,  and  only  about  one-half  of  the  entire  shipments  went 
by  east-bound  railroads. 

LIVE   STOCK   AND   PACKING.

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The  above  shows  not  only  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  of  Cattle  and  Hogs  re- 
ceived, over  1879,  but  also  an  extraordinary  increase  in  value  over  any  previous  year  in  the 
history  of  this  important  branch  of  Chicago's  trade.  The  quality  of  Cattle  and  Hogs  re- 
ceived has  improved  within  the  past  fifteen  years  in  nearly  as  marked  a  degree  as  have 
their  numbers.  In  no  branch  of  agricultural  enterprise  does  the  question  of  quality  enter 
so  largely  into  the  increase  of  the  farmer's  profits  as  in  that  of  stock  raising ;  and  year 
by  year  abundant  evidence  is  shown  that  this  fact  is  being  fully  realized  by  the  stock  rais- 
ers of  the  West.  The  demand  for  Cattle  has  been  good  throughout  the  year,  and  prices 
have  ruled  higher  and  more  steady  than  in  1879.  At  times  the  demand  for  choice  stock 
has  exceeded  the  supply,  large  as  it  has  been.  Choice  Beeves  opened  in  January  at  about 
$5.00  per  100  lbs,  selling  in  midsummer  as  low  as  $4.70@$4.75,  and  closing  in  December 
at  $6.00,  or  a  trifle  over.  Extra  have  ranged  at  25  cents  to  $1.00  per  100  lbs  over  the 
above  figures,  depending  on  quality.  A  considerable  number  have  been  taken  for  export 
alive,  others  for  slaughter  here  or  at  the  East,  and  then  to  be  exported  in  the  carcass.  This 
branch  of  business  is  increasing,  and  appears  to  be  growing  in  favor  with  both  shippers 
here  and  consumers  in  Europe. 

In  fresh  Beef  the  exports  for  1880  were  over  100,000,000  lbs,  against  66,000.000  in 
1879.  The  declared  value  at  the  Custom  Houses  is,  however,  notwithstanding  the 
higher  price  for  Cattle  at  this  point,  a  trifle  lower  per  pound  than  the  exports  of  1879. 
Whether  this  is  due  to  a  slightly  lower  quality  in  the  latter  year,  or  to  an  under  valuation, 
is  not  clear.  In  either  case  it  is  well  understood  that  only  really  choice  beef  can  be  profit- 
ably exported  in  that  way.  The  canning  of  beef  and  other  articles  of  cooked  food  has 
increased  by  the  establishment  of  two  new  enterprises  in  the  city  for  that  purpose  during 
the  past  year.  Besidis  the  foreign  demand  for  this  class  of  meats  a  very  considerable 
quantity  is  taken  for  the  Western  territories  ;  and,  in  fact,  owing  to  the  high  degree  of 
excellence  attained  in  its  preparation  in  this  city,  it  is  working  its  way  rapidly  into  public 
favor  throughout  this  country  as  well  as  in  Europe. 

In  Hogs  the  trade  has  been  very  satisfactory  to  growers,  prices  having  ruled  materially 
higher  than  in  1879  ;  and  while  the  receipts  have  been  very  much  larger  they  have  been 
promptly  absorbed,  the  supply  at  times  being  quite  below  the  demand.  The  highest  range 
of  prices  was  attained  in  September  ;  the  lowest  were  in  May  and  June.  The  quality  of 
the  Hogs  received  has  been  exceptionally  good,  owing  in  part  to  the  improved  character 
of  the  stock,  in  part  to  the  abundance  of  corn  with  which  to  prepare  them  for  market,  and 
in  part  from  the  healthy  and  vigorous  condition  in  which  they  have  left  the  farm.  The  so- 
called  hog  cholera  has  not  to  any  appreciable  extent  affected  the  stock  raised  in  1880,  very 
little  complaint  having  been  made  of  loss  by  this  or  any  other  disease  to  the  stock.  The 
official  returns  of  the  State  Agricultural  Department  report  but  about  seven  per  cent  of 
loss  for  the  year  ;  and  these,  as  indicated  by  the  reported  weight,  being  mostly  pigs  or  very 
small  hogs.  This  is  less  than  half  the  annual  loss  of  three  or  four  years  since  ;  and  when 
it  is  remembered  that  all  diseases  to  which  swine  are  subject,  even  the  death  of  young  pigs 
by  cold,  wet  or  neglect,  is  usually  charged  to  hog  cholera,  it  will  be  seen  how  utterly  insig- 
nificant is  the  damage  from  the  real  disease  whose  title  is  so  indiscriminately  appropriated. 
Although  the  receipts  have  been  over  600,000  more  than  in  1879,  the  shipments  were  more 
than  300,000  less,  indicating  an  enormous  increase  in  the  packing  at  this  point.  The  dif- 
ference in  receipts  and  shipments  indicates  the  slaughtering  of  5,664,365  head  in  1880, 
against  4,755,939  head  in  1879.  The  census  return,  June  1  to  June  1  was  5,140,000,  but 
it  is  probable  that  a  few  reported  as  packed  were  of  Hogs  received  from  the  country 
dressed,  the  census  return  not  calling  for  a  separate  report  of  the  packing  of  Hogs  bought 
dressed.  The  city  consumption  of  fresh  pork  sold  by  retailers  is  very  large.  A  few  of 
the  larger  meat  market  proprietors  pack  a  limited  quantity  of  meats,  and  render  some 
lard  for  the  general  wholesale  market.  In  the  census  return  from  such  establishments  the 
sales  of  fresh  meats  were  not  included  in  the  report  of  manufacture. 
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THE  PROVISION  TRADE. 

This  branch  of  the  city's  business  has  been  subject  to  more  than  usual  excitement  and 
fluctuations,  with  a  decidedly  higher  range  of  prices  on  all  hog  product  than  in  1879. 
The  market  for  cash  Mess  Pork  has  ranged  between  the  extremes  of  $9,373^  in  April  and 
about  $20.00  per  barrel  in  October  ;  for  cash  Lard  between  $6.35  per  100  lbs  early  in  June, 
to  $8.75  in  November.  These  articles  have  been  dealt  in  for  speculation  on  a  very  large 
scale,  the  difference  in  the  views  of  different  individuals  as  to  their  value  being  very  wide. 
Between  February  and  November,  although  it  was  well  known  that  no  additional  Mess 
Pork  could  be  made  and  delivered  on  maturing  contracts  within  that  time,  and  hence  the 
available  supply  for  such  a  purpose  was  approximately  known,  still  so  strong  was  the 
confidence  of  many  that  prices  could  not  be  maintained,  that  enormous  sales  were  made  for 
future  delivery  at  a  range  sometimes  largely  below  current  rates  for  cash  pork.  Some  suc- 
cess was  had,  previous  to  June  1,  in  beating  down  prices  by  this  means ;  but  from  that 
time  forward  "  short "  sellers  were  on  the  losing  side  and  suffered  severely.  Never  before 
in  the  history  of  the  trade  has  there  been  a  contest  of  this  character  of  so  long  duration  or 
involving  such  vast  operations.  The  stock  of  Mess  Pork,  which  on  April  15  exceeded  that 
of  a  year  previous  by  nearly  100,000  barrels,  was  gradually  reduced  until  by  September  15 
it  was  about  13,000  barrels  less  than  at  the  corresponding  date  in  1879,  and  at  that  time 
was  but  81,850  barrels,  with  outstanding  contracts  for  delivery  before  any  relief  could 
come  from  new  pork  of  several  times  that  quantity.  Under  such  circumstances  the  out- 
come of  the  contest  was  clearly  apparent,  and  was  generally  accepted  with  but  little  of 
complaint  considering  the  extent  of  the  losses  involved.  In  Lard  the  transactions  of  a 
speculative  character  have  also  been  very  large,  but  has  attracted  less  general  attention, 
while  prices  have  been  confined  within  narrower  limits.  In  Dry  Salted  Meats  the  trade 
has  been  of  a  more  legitimate  character,  with  a  steady  and  large  demand,  both  for  con- 
sumption in  this  country  and  for  export.  The  shipments  from  Chicago  have  been  958,- 
036,113  pounds  of  Middles,  Hams,  Shoulders  and  miscellaneous  cuts  of  Hog  Product, 
against  835,629,540  pounds  in  1879  ;  of  Lard  333,539,138  pounds  in  1880,  against  251,020,- 
295  pounds  in  1879  ;  gross  weight  wherever  packages  are  used.  The  exports  for  the  cal- 
endar year  of  1880  was  815,279,148  fi.s  of  Bacon  and  Hams,  and  413,753,426  lbs  of  Lard;- 
in  1879,  of  Bacon  and  Hams  747,338,377  lbs  ;  of  Lard  344,411,066  lbs.  The  largest  in- 
crease in  the  exports  of  both  Meats  and  Lard  has  been  to  Great  Britain,  which  is  by  far 
our  best  customer.  There  has,  however,  been  a  large  increase  to  both  France  and  Bel- 
gium, while  Germany  has  taken  somewhat  less  than  the  year  previous.  The  character  of 
Meats  packed  in  this  city  is  constantly  improving,  but  some  complaint  has  been  made  of 
Meats  shipped  in  a  partly  cured  state  or  were  held  for  too  long  a  time  without  overhauling 
after  arrival  at  destination.  It  is  certainly  bad  policy  to  export  by  a  long  voyage,  and 
especially  in  hot  weather,  meats  imperfectly  cured  or  in  any  manner  questionable  as  to 
their  quality  or  condition.  The  trade  is  of  too  much  importance  to  be  in  any  way  trifled 
with,  as,  if  our  meats  are  held  to  a  high  standard  of  excellence,  there  is  scarcely  a  limit  to 
which  we  may  not  reasonably  expect  the  demand  for  them  to  attain. 

OTHER   FARM   PRODUCTS. 

The  receipts  of  Dairy  products  have  been  very  large,  far  in  excess  of  any  former  year, 
those  of  butter  aggregating  68,387,204  pounds,  and  of  Cheese  43,664,790  pounds.  The 
quality  of  these  products  has  steadily  improved,  until  a  large  portion  of  both  the  Butter  and 
Cheese  marketed  in  Chicago  has  attained  a  very  high  degree  of  excellence.  Prices  have 
averaged  considerably  higher  than  in  1879,  and  the  net  profit  to  producers  is  presumed 
to  have  been  very  satisfactory.  Local  dealers  are  taking  great  pains  to  impress  upon  pro- 
ducers the  importance  of  adopting  the  most  approved  methods  in  the  manufacture  of 
these  articles,  and  the  effect  is  seen  in  their  constantly  improving  quality  of  them.    The 
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exports  for  the  year  have  been  less  by  about  7,000,000  pounds  in  Butter  than  in  1879;  in 
Cheese  substantially  the  same  in  both  years.  Tlie  declared  values,  however,  have  been 
larjjrely  in  excess,  that  of  Butter  beinj?  nearly  $1,000,000  more,  and  of  Cheese  over 
$4,300,000  more  than  the  exports  of  1879.  As  heretofore,  the  great  preponderance  of 
the  exports  of  these  products  is  to  Great  Britain. 

The  trade  in  Flax  Seed  still  continues  to  increase,  the  receipts  for  1S80  having  been 
3,427,833  bushels,  against  2,129,093  bushels  in  1879.  Prices  early  in  the  year  were  higher 
than  at  any  time  in  1879,  reaching  $1.70  in  January  and  February  for  choice  seed.  Since 
July,  within  which  time  the  bulk  of  the  receipts  has  been  marketed,  the  range  has  been 
much  lower  than  the  previous  year,  so  that  the  average  of  sales  for  the  year  have  been  at 
12  to  15  cents  per  bushel  lower  than  those  of  1879.  The  production  of  prime  flax  seed  has 
increased  so  rapidly  of  late  years  that  the  importations  of  East  India  seed  have  fallen  off 
more  than  half  within  the  past  ten  years.  Early  in  the  year  an  inspection  of  flax  seed  was 
established  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  considerably  mure  than  half  the  seed  received 
since  it  went  into  operation  has  been  inspected.  All  sales  are  made  upon  the  basis  of  pure 
seed,  the  inspector,  by  the  aid  of  appliances  adapted  to  that  purpose  readily  determining 
the  percentage  of  impurities  in  it,  and  certifying  to  the  facts  in  that  respect,  as  well  as  to 
the  quality  ot  the  seed.  The  inspector's  tests  from  early  in  March  to  the  close  of  the  year 
averaged  G}^  per  cent  of  impurities.  The  system  of  inspection  as  now  organized  seems  to 
meet  with  the  general  approval  of  the  trade.  The  receipts  of  seeds  other  than  Flax  have 
also  been  larger  than  in  1879  by  about  5,300,000  pounds.  Prices  for  Timothy  have  aver- 
aged decidedly  higher  than  for  the  previous  year,  and  within  very  much  narrower  limits. 
The  lowest  prices  pi-evailed  in  midsummer  at  about  $2.25  for  good  seed;  at  the  close  it 
w-as  about  $2.40,  which  is  five  to  eight  cents  below  the  average  of  the  year's  sales.  Clover 
Seed  has  also  averaged  higher  than  in  1879,  although  at  no  time  attaining  the  extreme 
figures  of  that  year.  At  the  close  of  the  year  good  Clover  Seed  would  command  $4.90  ta 
$4  95. 

The  receipts  of  Wool  show  a  large  decline,  being  the  smallest  in  1880  of  any  year  since 
1873.  The  range  of  prices  on  most  grades  shows  a  gradual  decline  from  February  to 
November,  after  which  there  was  a  slight  rally,  which  was  maintained  to  the  close  of  the 
year.  The  receipts  of  Hides  have  been  larger  than  ever  before.  Prices  have  ruled  much 
higher  and  far  more  uniform  than  in  1879.  The  consumption  by  city  tanners  is  about 
400,000  hides  and  1,400,000  to  1,500,000  calf  and  sheep  skins,  which  in  hides,  large  as  it 
is,  is  less  than  the  production  of  the  city  slaughtering. 

In  Vegetables,  an  important  item  of  farm  production,  the  receipts,  mainly  for  city 
consumption,  have  been  very  large,  furnishing  an  abundant  supply  of  a  quality  equal  ta 
that  of  any  city  in  the  country. 

The  magnitude  of  the  city  trade  in  Fruits,  especially  green  fruits,  is  far  beyond  the 
general  belief  in  that  regard.  A  careful  canvass  of  this  branch  of  trade,  for  the  United 
States  census  office,  by  Mr.  John  E.  Cowles,  a  gentleman  peculiarly  well  fitted  for  such  a 
service,  developed  the  fact  that  the  value  of  green  fruits  sold  in  Chicago  during  the  census 
year  was  about  $10,000,000,  nearly  all  of  which  was  the  growth  of  the  Northwestern 
States.  In  addition  to  this  there  is  a  large  trade  in  dried,  canned  and  foreign  fruits,  the 
whole  aggregating  over  $10,000,000.  A  large  portion  of  this  trade  is  for  local  consump- 
tion, but  considerable  quantities  are  shipped  in  all  directions  from  the  city. 

LUMBER. 

The  receipts  of  Lumber  aggregate  for  1880  1,561,779,206  feet,  being  largely  in  excess 
of  any  previous  year,  and  more  than  double  those  of  any  year  previous  to  1807.  Prices 
by  cargo  were  on  a  very  much  higher  range,  averaging  full  one-third  higher  to  about  the 
1st  of  September_than  in  1879,  since  which  they  have  averaged  about  the  same  as  in  the 
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corresponding  time  in  the  previous  year.    The  year's  business  has  been  exceedingly 
satisfactory  to  manufacturers  of  lumber,  as  well  as  to  dealers  generally. 

DIRECT  EXPORTS  TO  EUROPE. 

The  aggregate  tonnage  exported  on  through  bills  of  lading  has  been  less  by  over 
100,000  tons  than  in  1S79.  In  meats,  lard,  butter  and  cheese  it  has  been  larger,  but  in 
flour  and  grain  materially  less.  With  the  single  exception  of  1879,  when  the  export  of 
corn  in  this  way  was  unusually  heavy,  the  business  of  1880  has  been  the  largest  of  any 
jear  since  the  inauguration  of  this  trade. 

TR.\NSPORTATION. 

This  question  remains  in  much  the  same  position  as  a  year  since.  Two  new  railway 
lines  have  been  established  in  1880.  The  Chicago  &  Grand  Trunk,  connecting  direct  with 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  of  Canada,  and  by  it  and  its  connections  with  all  eastern  points 
north  of  Philadelphia,  was  opened  to  this  city  in  February,  and  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  & 
Pacific,  whose  lines  ramify  the  West  and  Southwest,  secured  its  entrance  in  August. 
These  are  important  accessions  to  our  i-ailway  system,  and  promise  to  contribute  largely 
to  the  commercial  prosperity  of  the  city.  If  they  do  not  bring  in  competitive  elements, 
they  will  at  least  be  able  to  furnish  largely  increased  facilities.  Previously  established 
lines  have  extended  their  tracks  into  new  territory,  inviting  immigration  thither,  all  of 
which  insures  increased  production,  and  in  every  way  tends  to  brighten  future  prospects 
for  the  commercial  interests  of  the  city. 

The  great  railway  corporations  of  the  country  are  rapidly  absorbing  the  smaller  or 
weaker  ones  as  parts  in  their  respective  systems,  or  to  destroy  them  as  competitors. 
Reflecting  men  stand  aghast  as  they  observe  link  after  link  forged  and  firmly  welded  in 
the  great  chains  which  a  very  few  individuals  hold,  and  so  eifectually  control  as  to  be  a 
standing  menace  to  the  commercial  prosperity  of  the  country,  and  to  its  best  and  highest 
interests.  In  the  meantime  efforts  to  resist  undue  encroachments  are  paralyzed,  a  faint 
protest  or  note  of  warning  is  now  and  again  heard  in  the  land;  the  '*  views  "  of  some  dis- 
tinguished statesman,  lawyer,  merchant  or  railway  magnate  are  sought,  given  and  pub- 
lished, discussed  perhaps  for  a  few  days,  and  then  all  is  still.  The  work  of  broadening, 
deepening  and  strengthening  a  power  more  potent  than  governments,  however,  moves 
quietly  but  steadily  foi'ward,  while  legislatoi's,  state  and  national,  are  lulled  into  a  dream 
that  "all  is  well,"  or  are  held  by  the  throat  with  a  mailed  hand  that  threatens,  with  the 
ability  to  execute,  political  annihilation  if  the  first  move  be  taken  to  interfere  in  the  prog- 
ress of  schemes  for  the  absorption  of  the  people's  substance,  or  in  any  manner  embarrass 
those  who  "having  possessed  themselves  of  the  gateway  of  commerce,"  claim  the  right  of 
enjoying  all  the  advantages  of  the  situation  which  their  own  ideas  of  right  and  justice 
may  suggest  that  they  are  entitled  to. 

Regretting  that  the  issue  of  this  Report  must,  from  causes  beyond  my  control,  be 
delayed  far  beyond  the  date  when  I  desired  it  should  be  in  your  hands,

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  revenues  of  the  Board  for  the  year  have  exceeded 
the  expenditures  by  $2,216.47, — being  the  excess  of  balance  on  deposit  with  the  Treasurer 
over  the  same  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year, — over  $1,600  of  this  having  been  derived 
fx-om  increased  revenue  from  the  sale  of  choice  of  sample  tables.  Your  directors  regret 
that  the  limited  space  which  can  possibly  be  devoted  to  these  tables  in  our  present 
Exchange  Hall  so  reduces  the  number  available  as  to  invite  a  contest  for  their  possession 
which  results  in  imposing  a  burdensome  tax  on  those  of  the  members  whose  business 
requires  the  accommodations  they  alFord. 

The  assessment  for  the  expenses  of  the  Board  for  the  ensuing  year  has  been  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Directors,  as  required  by  the  rules,  at  twenty  (20)  dollars  on  each  member; 
the  Directors  construing  the  rule  in  respect  to  assessments  as  intending  that  the  assess- 
ment for  each  year  shall  be  fixed  at  an  amount  which  will,  with  other  anticipated 
revenue,  be  sufficient  in  their  judgment  to  meet  the  necessary  expenditures  for  that  year. 
A  literal  construction  of  the  rule,  however,  would  warrant  a  very  much  higher  assess- 
ment than  has  been  imposed  in  late  years. 

The  membership  at  the  close  of  the  year  numbers  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
four  memberships  having  been  allowed  to  lapse,  and  so  become  forfeited,  by  the  non- 
payment of  the  annual  assessment  for  1880.  During  the  year,  two  hundred  and  one 
memberships  have  changed  owners,  in  several  instances  the  new  member  taking  an  active 
part  in  the  daily  business  on  'Change,  while  the  retiring  one  was  seldom  to  be  seen  in 
our  midst.  The  process  of  supplanting  the  names  of  those  on  our  membership  roll  who 
only  occasionally  visited  the  Exchange  room  by  others  who  are  in  daily  attendance,  has 
tended,  even  in  the  face  of  a  slightly  reduced  membership  from  year  to  year,  to  sensibly 
increase  the  crowded  condition  of  our  present  quarters.  Your  Directors  regret  the  loss  to 
our  membership  of  some,  thus  withdrawn,  who  had  been  identified  with  this  body  for 
years,  and  whose  continuance  as  members  was  to  us  exceedingly  desirable.  We  are  not, 
however,  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  the  inconvenient  means  of  access  to  our  Exchange 
room,  and  its  crowded  condition  when  reached,  presents  but  little  inducement  for  the 
pleasurable  attendance  of  those  whose  business  does  not  necessarily  call  them  hither. 

Since  our  last  annual  meeting,  death  has  removed  from  our  midst  twelve  of  our  mem- 
bers. Among  these  were  several  who  had  been  associated  with  us  for  many  years,  whom 
we  had,  by  long  association,  learned  to  respect  and  love.  Several  who  have  thus  passed 
away  were  men  of  more  than  ordinary  character,  who  filled  positions  in  society,  public 
and  private,  of  high  honor  and  of  great  usefulness.  The  great  throng  of  humanity  may 
move  forward,  comparatively  undisturbed  by  the  dropping  out  here  and  there  of  even  its 
brightest  jewels;  but  we  may  not  forget  the  aching  hearts  in  the  homes  bereaved  by  the 
shadow  of  the  grim  messenger,  whose  near  approach  we  may  little  suspect.  For  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Board,  so  far  as  is  known,  a  chair  has  been  vacated  in  your 
Board  of  Directors  by  a  summons  to  the  spirit-land  of  Mr.  Thomas  Heermans,  one  of  our 
number.    We  have  preferred  that  chair  should  remain  unfilled  by  another  during  the 
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term  for  which  our  departed  brother  -was  elected,  lest  we  lose  the  influence  of  that  kindly 
and  generous  spirit  which  ever  controlled  his  every  thought  and  action.  We  have  missed 
his  counsels,  and  you  have  lost  the  benefit  of  the  timely  and  wise  suggestions  he  was  ever 
considering  for  the  highest  interests  of  this  organization. 

The  past  year  has  brought  abundant  harvests,  which,  with  the  generally  revived  indus- 
tries of  the  country,  have  contributed  to  an  unprecedented  volume  of  business  for  our  city. 
The  movement  of  agricultural  products  through  our  markets  has  been  in  largely  increased 
quantities,  and  has  in  the  main  been  fairly  remunerative  to  those  who  have  been  engaged 
in  facilitating  its  passage  from  producer  to  consumer.  The  new  year  opens  with  auspi- 
cious promise,  and  your  Directors  take  pleasure  in  congratulating  the  members  of  this 
body  on  the  reasonable  expectation  of  a  continued  season  of  unusual  prosperity  in  those 
lines  of  business  in  which  they  are  largely  engaged. 

The  growing  dissatisfaction  with  the  present  accommodations  for  conducting  business 
by  the  members  of  the  Board,  on  account  of  the  crowded  condition  of  our  Exchange  Hall, 
claimed  the  early  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  steps  were  taken,  soon 
after  the  last  annual  meeting,  to  devise  some  means  of  relief  in  this  respect.  These  have 
finally  culminated  in  the  proposition  recently  submitted  to  the  members  for  their  expres- 
sion. The  decision  of  the  Board  on  this  subject  being  so  emphatic  in  its  approval  of  the 
action  already  taken,  it  is  hoped  no  serious  obstacles  will  be  found  in  the  way  of  success- 
fully carrying  out  the  contemplated  acquisition  of  quarters  that  shall  be  ample  for  all  the 
purposes  of  the  Board.  It  has  been  a  source  of  profound  regret  that  it  seemed  to  be  neces- 
sary, in  order  to  secure  such  accommodations  as  are  deemed  essential,  that  some  disturb- 
ance of  the  hitherto  center  of  the  business  of  the  members  must  occur.  In  case  the  sug- 
gested arrangement  should  be  carried  to  a  successful  accomplishment,  it  is  not  believed, 
by  careful  students  of  the  past  and  the  probabilities  of  the  future,  that  at  most  anything 
more  than  a  temporary  depression  is  likely  to  result  to  the  property  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  this  building.  In  the  event  of  the  desire  of  the  Board  as  now  expressed  being 
defeated,  it  is  difficult  to  see  where  other  suitable  accommodations  can  be  secured,  except 
•at  so  great  an  expense  as  to  render  it  wholly  impracticable,  without  entirely  abandoning 
LaSalle  street,  and  this  th?  Board  would  not  probably  desire  to  consider  favorably,  except 
upon  the  consideration  of  absolute  necessity.

Note.— Up  to  1850  only  the  aggregate  valuations  in  the  several  counties  were  reported  to  the  Ptate 
officers,  and  from  1852  to  18.57,  inclusive,  a  few  counties  returned  only  the  aggregates ;  hence  the  details  of 
Real  Estate  and  Personal  Property  valuations  are  not  complete  for  those  years.  In  1867  and  18t8  the 
details  of  valuation  are  not  entirely  correct,  owing  to  changes  by  the  operation  of  the  equalization  law ; 
since  1868  the  valuations  are  as  equalized.  The  total  valuations  in  each  of  the  several  years  are  entirely 
correct  and  official. 

The  valuations  for  1873  as  equalized  are  largely  in  excess  of  any  previous  year.  In  1874  some  changes 
were  made  in  the  manner  of  equalizing  the  assessments,  resulting  in  reducing  all  the  valuations,  but 
especially  that  of  Railroad  Property. 

The  State  Debt,  as  noted,  represents  it  as  it  stood  on  the  1st  of  January  in  each  of  the  several  years 
to  1869.  In  1869  and  1870.  as  it  stood  December  1.  In  1871.  as  it  stood  December  31.  From  1872  to  1879. 
as  it  stood  December  1.  At  the  close  of  1880  the  Debt  had  either  been  all  paid,  or  called  in  to  be  paid  by 
funds  in  the  Treasury  applicable  to  that  purpose.

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REGULATIONS  GOYERNING  THE  INSPECTION  OF  FLOUR 

IN  CHICAGO, 
ADOPTED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  TRADE. 

In  force  December  31,  1880- 


GRADES. 

Regulation  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  establish  and  fix  the  standards  for  two 
grades  of  "  Super  Flour  "  and  two  or  more  grades  of  "  Extra  "  Flour,  to  be  designated 
respectively  "Fine,"  "Superfine,"  "Extra"  and  "Double  Extra."  Samples  of  these 
standards  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Flour  Inspectors  for  their  'government  in  inspecting, 
and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Association,  to  be  kept  by  him  for  comparison. 

INSPECTION  COMMITTEE. 

Reg.  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  appoint  a  standing  committee  on  Flour  Inspec- 
tion, to  consist  of  five  members,  at  least  three  of  whom  shall  be  dealers  in  Flour.  Said 
Committee  shall  have  and  exercise  a  general  control  of  the  Inspection  of  t'lour. 

FLOUR  TO  INSPECT  AS  SOUND. 

Reg.  3.  Flour  classed  as  sound  shall  be  strictly  sound,  free  from  any  and  every  defect 
or  fault  causing  either  smell  or  taste. 

FLOUR  TO  INSPECT  AS  UNSOUND. 

Reg.  4.  Flour  (below  the  grade  of  "  Superfine  ")  made  from  wheat  containing  nox- 
ious seeds  or  screenings,  or  having  an  unpleasant  smell  or  taste,  which  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Inspector  would  largely  disappear  in  the  baking,  shall  be  classed  as  "  off."  All 
Flour  not  sound,  whether  the  unsoundness  be  derived  from  the  condition  of  the  grain 
from  which  it  was  manufactured,  or  has  originated  in  the  Flour,  shall  be  classed  as 
unsound. 

INSPECTION. 

Reg.  5.  The  Inspectors  of  Flour  shall  inspect  "  Extra  "  by  grade  only.  "  Fine," 
"  Superfine,"  or  "  Double  Extra  "  may  be  inspected  by  grade  or  by  sample,  as  requested 
by  the  party  ordering  the  inspection.  Samples  of  all  Flour  inspected  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  Inspectors  to  the  party  ordering  the  inspection.  In  case  of  doubt  on  the  part  of 
the  Inspector,  as  to  whether  Flour  is  fully  up  to  the  standards  established,  if  the  Flour  is 
substantially  equal  to  the  standard  in  color,  body  and  strength,  it  shall  receive  the  bene- 
fit of  the  doubt  and  be  passed  as  of  the  higher  grade. 
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BRANDING. 

Reg.  6.  The  Inspector  shall  brand  all  Flour,  except  that  below  the  standard  of  "  Pine," 
that  has  been  inspected,  as  "sound,"  and  ''full  weight,"  and  none  other.  For  branding, 
stencils  shall  be  used  which  shall  state  the  month  in  which  the  Flour  was  inspected,  and 
on  "  Extra  "  shall  also  state  the  grade  of  the  Flour. 

CERTIFICATES  OF  INSPECTION. 

Reg.  7.  Certificates  of  Inspection  shall  be  issued  only  as  "  Extra  "  on  all  Flour  so 
graded.  Certificates  may  be  issued  by  grade  or  by  sample,  as  desired  by  the  party  order- 
ing the  inspection,  on  any  Flour  inspecting  "  Double  Extra,"  "  Superfine,"  "  Fine  "  or 
below  "Fine";  but  when  issued  by  grade  the  Flour  shall  be  branded  as  of  the  grade. 
No  certificate  shall  be  issued  for  part  of  any  lot  of  Flour  inspected,  without  the  consent 
of  both  the  buyer  and  seller.  "When  Flour  is  unsound,  the  Inspectors  shall  state  in  their 
certificates  the  character  of  the  unsoundness,  as  musty,  hard  sour,  soft  sour,  or  sligMly 
unsound  (the  latter  qualification  of  the  unsoundness  being  intended  to  indicate  that  the 
Flour  will  probably  work  sound  for  immediate  use,  and  is  but  slightly  depreciated  in 
value),  the  number  of  packages  of  each  description,  and  also,  when  practicable,  the  num- 
ber of  packages  that  may  be  so  stained  or  out  of  condition  as  to  depreciate  the  market 
value  of  the  Flour.  In  case  the  Flour  has  been  overhauled  and  cleaned  on  account  of 
having  been  wet,  and  the  inspectors  shall  deem  such  overhauling  in  any  way  damaging 
to  the  market  value  of  the  Flour,  they  shall  note  on  their  certificates  "  wet  and  cleaned." 
If  Flour  is  in  flat-hooped  barrels  the  Inspectors  shall  so  note  in  their  certificates. 

REINSPECTION. 

Reg.  8.  When  on  reinspection  Flour  is  found  to  be  sour,  it  shall  be  reweighed,  but 
no  charge  shall  be  made  by  the  Inspectors  for  weighing,  if  it  proves  to  be  short  in  weight 

WEIGHTS. 

Reg.  9.  A  barrel  of  Flour  shall  be  deemed  to  weigh  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  (196) 
pounds  net,  and  no  allowance  shall  be  made  for  any  overweight.  In  case  of  short 
weights,  the  buyer  shall  be  allowed  for  the  shortage  at  the  rate  he  pays  and  one-half  a 
cent  per  pound  on  the  same  for  freight,  and  in  addition  five  (5)  cents  per  barrel  for  the 
expense  of  refilling.  Buyers  of  sacked  Flour  shall  be  allowed  reclamation  for  short 
weights  only.  The  inspectors  shall  satisfy  themselves  in  regard  to  weights,  and  in  case 
they  deem  it  necessary  to  strip  some  of  the  Flour,  they  shall  strip  five  (5)  barrels  from 
each  lot,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  fifteen  (15)  cents  for  each  barrel  so  stripped,  if  it  proves 
to  be  short  in  weight ;  the  charge  for  stripping  to  be  paid  by  the  seller. 

INSPECTOR'S  FEES. 

Reg.  10.  The  fee  for  inspecting  and  branding  Flour  shall  be  two  (3)  cents  per  barrel, 
and  for  Flour  in  sacks  one  (1)  cent  per  sack. 

IRREGULAR  FLOUR. 

Reg.  11.  When  Flour  inspects  "Double  Extra,"  "Superfine,"  "Fine"  or  below 
"  Fine,"  or  when  the  Inspectors  are  working  to  a  sample,  in  case  the  Flour  does  not  run 
uniform  the  Inspectors  shall  note  that  fact  on  their  certificates,  together  Mith  the  number 
of  packages  of  each  quality,  samples  of  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  party  ordering 
the  inspection,  for  examination. 
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FURTHER  DUTIES  OF  INSPECTORS. 

Reg.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspectors  to  furnish  the  standard  samples  of 
Flour  to  which  they  are  working  to  the  Committee  on  Flour  Inspection,  for  the  use  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Association,  moutlily,  or  oftener  if  directed,  and  also  to  keep  in  their 
office,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  trade,  the  official  standard  samples  of  "  Double 
Extra,"  "  Extra,"  "  Superfine  "  and  "  Fine  "  Flour  in  current  use  in  New  York,  Boston, 
Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  St.  Louis  and  Montreal,  said  samples  to  be  furnished  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Association.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  Inspector  to  ascertain 
the  stock  of  Flour  in  Chicago  on  the  first  day  of  each  month,  and  to  report  the  same  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Association,  to  be  by  him  posted  upon  the  bulletin  of  the  Exchange- 
room.  In  taking  the  account  of  stock  there  shall  be  included  only  the  amount  in  the 
eeveral  freight  depots,  the  public  warehouses  and  the  place  of  storage  by  receivers,  and 
in  the  city  mills.  The  Inspectors  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Association, 
monthly,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  barrels  and  the  number  of  sacks  of  Flour 
inspected  by  them  during  the  preceding  month,  designating  the  amount  inspected  of 
each  grade,  and  the  amount  inspected  by  sample. 

LIABILITIES  OF  INSPECTORS. 

Reg.  13.  The  Inspectors  shall  only  be  liable  for  damages  for  any  discrepancy 
between  the  Flour  for  which  a  certificate  is  issued  and  the  sample  they  retain  of  the 
Flour  so  inspected,  unless  the  buyer  furnishes  them  a  sample  to  inspect  by,  or  the  stand- 
ard sample  is  used.  In  all  claims  for  errors  of  inspection  by  grade,  the  final  test  shall  be 
by  the  standard  samples  in  the  care  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Association. 


The  Committee  on  Flour  Inspection  recommend  to  shippers  of  Flour  in  sacks,  to  be 
inspected  in  this  market,  that  in  closing  the  suck  the  mouth  edge  of  the  sack  be  turned 
in  without  rolling,  and  sewed  with  a  single  seam.  They  further  recommend  that  in 
loading  cars  the  sacks  be  either  placed  on  end  with  the  mouth  up  (leaving  the  space 
between  the  doors  clear),  or  tiered  on  both  sides  of  the  car  with  the  mouth  toward  a  pas- 
sage left  between  the  tiers.  Unless  this  last  recommendation  be  complied  with  the 
Inspector  may  be  compelled  to  charge  for  the  labor  necessary  to  put  the  Flour  in  proper 
position  for  inspecting.

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RULES  GOVERNING  THE  INSPECTION  OF  GRAIN, 

IN  THE  CITY  OF  CHICAGO, 
In  force  December  31,  1880. 


The  following  are  the  rules  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Com- 
missioners, establishing  a  standard  of  grades  for  the  inspection  of  grain,  under  the 
authority  of  the  State  of  Illinois : 

WINTER  WHEAT. 

No.  1  White  Winter  Wheat  shall  be  pure  White  Winter  Wheat,  sound,  plump, 
and  well  cleaned. 

No.  3  White  Winter  Wheat  shall  be  White  Winter  Wheat,  sound  and  reason- 
ably pure  and  reasonably  clean. 

No.  1  Amber  Wheat  shall  be  pure  Amber  Winter  Wheat,  sound,  plump,  and  well 
cleaned. 

No.  1  Long  Red  Winter  Wheat  shall  be  pure  Red  Winter  Wheat,  of  the  long 
berried  varieties ;  sound,  plump,  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  3  Long  Red  Winter  Wheat  shall  be  of  the  same  varieties  as  No.  1,  sound  and 
reasonably  clean. 

No.  1  Red  Winter  Wheat  shall  be  pure  Red  Winter  Wheat,  of  both  light  and  dark 
colors  of  the  shorter  berried  varieties ;  sound,  plump,  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  8  Red  Winter  Wheat  sliall  be  Red  Winter  Wheat,  of  both  light  and  dark 
colors ;  sound  and  reasonably  clean. 

No.  3  Winter  Wheat  shall  include  all  mixtures  of  the  different  varieties  of  Winter 
Wheat,  and  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean,  and  of  good  milling  quality. 

No.  3  Winter  Wheat  shall  include  Winter  Wheat  not  clean  and  plump  enough  for 
No.  3,  but  weighing  not  less  than  54  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel. 

Rejected  Winter  Wheat  shall  include  Winter  Wheat  damp,  musty,  or  from  any 
cause  so  badly  damaged  as  to  render  it  imfit  for  No.  3. 

SPRING  WHEAT. 

No.  1  Hard  Spring  Wheat  shall  be  sound,  plump,  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  3  Hard  Spring  Wheat  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean,  and  of  good  milling 
quality. 

No.  1  Spring  Wheat  shall  be  sound,  plump,  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  3  Spring  Wheat  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean,  and  of  good  milling  quality. 

No.  3  Spring  Wheat  shall  include  all  inferior,  shrunken  or  dirty  Spring  Wheat, 
weighing  not  less  than  53  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel. 

Rejected  Spring  Wheat  shall  include  Spring  Wheat  damp,  musty,  grown,  badly 
bleached,  or  for  any  other  cause  which  renders  it  unfit  for  No.  3. 

In  case  of  the  mixture  of  Spring  Wheat  and  Winter  Wheat,  if  equal  or  superior  to 
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No.  3  it  shall  be  graded  as  Mixed  Wheat,  according  to  the  quality  thereof,  and  if  inferior 
to  No.  2  it  shall  be  graded  as  Spring  "Wheat,  according  to  the  quality  thereof. 

Black  Ska  and  Flinty  P*fipe  Wheat  shall  in  no  case  be  inspected  higher  than 
No.  3,  and  Rice  Wheat  no  higher  than  Rejected. 


CORN. 

No.  1  YELiiOw  Corn  shall  be  yellow,  sound,  dry,  plump,  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  1  White  Corn  shall  be  white,  sound,  dry,  plump,  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  1  Corn  shall  be  sound,  dry,  plump,  and  well  cleaned,  white  and  yellow,  unmixed 
with  red. 

High  Mixed  Corn  shall  be  three-quarters  yellow,  and  equal  to  No.  2  in  condition 
and  quality. 

No.  2  Corn  shall  be  dry,  reasonably  clean,  but  not  plump  enough  for  No.  1. 

No.  3  Kiln-Dried  Corn  shall  be  sound,  plump,  and  well  cleaned,  white  or  yellow. 
All  Kiln-Dried  Corn  not  good  enough  for  No.  2  Kiln-Dried  shall  be  graded  as  Rejected 
Kiln-Dried  Corn. 

New  High-Mixed  Corn  shall  be  three-fourths  yellow  of  any  age,  reasonably  dry  and 
reasonably  clean,  but  not  sufficiently  dry  for  High-Mixed  or  No.  2. 

New  Mixed  Corn  may  be  less  than  ihree-fourths  yellow,  of  any  age,  and  shall  be 
reasonably  dry  and  reasonably  clean,  but  not  sufficiently  dry  for  No.  2. 

Rejected — All  damp,  dirty,  or  otherwise  badly  damaged  Corn  shall  be  graded  as 
Rejected. 

OATS. 

No.  1  Oats  shall  be  white,  sound,  clean,  and  reasonably  free  from  other  grain. 

No.  2  White  Oats  shall  be  three-quarters  white,  and  equal  to  No.  2  in  all  other 
respects. 

No.  2  Oats  shall  be  sound,  reasonably   clean,  and  reasonably  free  from  other  grain. 

Rejected — All  Oats  damp,  unsound,  dirty,  or  for  any  other  cause  unfit  for  No.  2, 
shall  be  graded  as  Rejected. 

RYE. 

No.  1  Rye  shall  be  sound,  plump,  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  3  Rye  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean,  and  reasonably  free  from  other  grain. 
Rejected — All  Rye  damp,  musty,  dirty,  or  from  any  cause  unfit  for  No.  2,  shall  be 
graded  as  Rejected. 

BARLEY. 

No.  1  Barley  shall  be  plump,  bright,  clean,  and  free  from  other  grain. 

No.  2  Barley  shall  be  sound,  of  healthy  color  (bright  or  but  slightly  stained),  not 
plump  enough  for  No.  1,  reasonably  clean,  and  reasonably  free  from  other  grain. 

No.  3  Barley  shall  include  slightly  shrunken  and  otherwise  slightly  damaged 
Barley,  not  good  enough  for  No.  2. 

No.  4  Barley  shall  include  all  Barley  fit  for  malting  purposes,  not  good  enough  for 
No.  3. 

No.  5  Barley  shall  include  all  Barley  which  is  badly  damaged,  or  for  any  cause 
unfit  for  malting  purposes,  except,  that  Barley  which  has  been  chemically  treated  shall 
not  be  graded  at  all. 
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The  word  "  new  "  shall  be  inserted  in  each  certificate  of  inspection  of  a  newly  bar- 
vested  crop  of  Oats,  until  the  15tli  day  of  August,  of  Rye  until  the  1st  day  of  September, 
of  Wheat  until  the  1st  day  of  November,  and  of  Barley  until  the  1st  day  of  May,  of  each 
year.  This  change  shall  be  construed  as  establishing  a  new  grade  for  the  time  specified, 
to  conform  in  every  particular  to  the  existing  grades  of  grain,  excepting  the  distinctions 
"  new  "  and  "  old." 

All  grain  that  is  warm,  or  that  is  in  a  heated  condition,  or  is  otherwise  unfit  for 
warehousing,  shall  not  be  graded. 

All  Inspectors  shall  make  their  reasons  for  grading  grain,  when  necessary,  full  known 
by  notations  on  their  books.    The  weight  alone  shall  not  determine  the  grade. 

Each  Inspector  is  required  to  ascertain  the  weight  per  measured  bushel  of  each  lot 
of  Wheat  inspected  by  him,  and  note  the  same  in  his  book. 

Any  person  who  shall  assume  to  act  as  an  Inspector  of  Grain,  who  has  not  first  been 
so  appointed  and  sworn,  shall  be  held  to  be  an  impostor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $100  for  each  and  every  attempt  to  so  inspect  grain, 
to  be  recovered  before  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

Any  duly  authorized  Inspector  of  Grain  who  shall  be  guilty  of  neglect  of  duty,  or 
who  shall  know'ingly  or  carelessly  inspect  or  grade  any  grain  improperly,  or  who  shall 
accept  any  money  or  other  consideration,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  neglect  of  duty,  or 
the  improper  performance  of  any  duty,  as  Inspector  of  Grain,  and  any  person  who  shall 
improperly  influence  any  Inspector  of  Grain  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  such 
Inspector,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction,  shall  be  fined  in 
a  sum  of  not  less  than  $100  nor  more  than  $1,000  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  or  shall 
be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  no  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twelve  months,  or  both, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

All  Assistant  Inspectors,  w^hen  upon  duty,  shall  wear  a  badge  furnished  by  the  Chief 
Inspector,  plainly  designating  the  position  of  each  in  the  department. 

The  said  Chief  Inspector,  and  all  persons  inspecting  grain  under  his  directions,  shall 
in  no  case  make  the  grade  of  grain  above  that  of  the  poorest  quality  found  in  any  lot  of 
gi-ain,  when  it  has  evidently  been  mixed  or  doctored  for  the  purpose  of  deception. 

All  persons  employed  in  the  inspection  of  grain  shall  report  all  attempts  to  defraud 
the  system  of  grain  inspection  as  established  by  law.  They  shall  also  report  to  the  said 
Chief  Inspector,  in  writing,  all  instances  where  warehousemen  deliver  or  attempt  to 
deliver  grain  of  a  lower  grade  than  that  called  for  by  the  warehouse  receipt.  They  shall 
also  report  all  attempts  of  receivers  or  shippers  of  grain  to  instruct  or  in  any  way  influ- 
ence the  action  or  opinion  of  the  Inspector,  and  the  Chief  Inspector  shall  report  all  such 
cases  to  the  Commissioners.

FURTHER  DETAILS  OF  DIRECT  EXPORTS. 

Included  in  the  report  of  Exports  on  the  previous  page  are  shipments  by  the  Merchants''  Despatch 
Transportation  Company  amounting  to  257,631  tons,  forwarded  by  the  Michigan  Central  and  Lake  Shore  & 
Michigan  Southern  Railways  and  by  Lake,  and  exported  via  Boston  and  New  York.  Lines  running  over 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  of  Canada  took  142,762  tons  from  Chicago,  partly  by  the  Michigan  Central  and 
partly  by  the  Chicago  &  Grand  Trunk  Railway ;  these  shipments  were  divided  between  Montreal  and  Bos- 
ton. Of  the  Black  and  Red  Star  Lines'  shipments  via  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  &  Chicago  Railway  (123,328 
tons),  66,081  tons  went  via  New  York,  54,870  via  Philadelphia  and  2,377  via  Baltimore.  The  Hoosac  Tunnel 
Line,  via  Boston,  took  22,743  tons,  about  two-thirds  of  which  went  by  Lake.  The  Nation&l  Line,  via 
Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati  &  St.  Louis  Railway,  carried  22,354  tons.  Shipments  via  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
Railroad  were  made  by  the  company  direct.  The  Erie  &  Pacific  Despatch,  Canada  Southern  Line,  Erie  & 
North  Shore  Line,  South  Shore  Line,  and  Empire  Line,  all  by  rail  from  Chicago,  forwarded  considerable 
quantities,  as  did  also  the  Union  Steamboat  Company  and  the  Anchor  Line  by  Lake.  Through  bills  of 
lading  were  largely  issued  by  the  agencies  of  the  Anchor,  Inman,  American,  and  other  lines  of  ocean 
steamers,  and  to  the  representatives  of  all  these  lines  acknowledgments  are  made  for  courtesies  in  fur- 
nishing information  necessary  to  the  compilation  of  this  report.
